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THE  IfEW  HAVEN  (CONN.)  POTTERS,  1639.

1.  HANNAH  (Potter)  BEECHER  WAS  THE 
mother  of  the  New  Haven  Potters,  who 
appeared  early  m  New  Haven  as  a  widow  with 
sons:  i.  John,  ii.  William  and  iii.  Isaac 
Beecher ,  the  ancestor  of  Rev.  Henry  Ward 
Beecher.  Her  first  husband,  Potter,  died  in 
England,  where  she  married  a  Mr.  Beecher. 

It  is  generally  supposed  that  her 
husband  was  John  Beecher,  one  of  the  colony 
und  who  died  before  the  colony  arrived. 

°hft  has  been  considei’ed  to  be  the  mother  of 
Isaac  Beecher,  for  she  calls  him  her  son  in 
her  will  and  gave  him  one-third  of  her 
property;  bub  recent  investigations,  it  is 
claimed,  show  conclusively  that  Isaac  was 
only  u  step-son,  the  son  of  her  second  husband 
by  a  former  wife. 

There  was  in  New  Haven,  says  G.  P. 

Tuttle,  as  early  as  1641,  a  widow  Hannah 
Potter,  known  as  widow  Potter  the  midwife. 

In  1643  she  had  two  persons  in  the  family, 
thirty  pounds  estate  and  twenty  and  one 
quarter  acres  of  land.  She  is  called  "sister 
Potter  the  midwife,"  in  seating  the  meeting 
..ouse  in  1646.  She  is  supposed  to  have  been 
akin  to  the  other  Potters,  but  there  is  no 
Record  to  show  it.  She  has  often  been  con* 
iounded  with  the  widow  Hannah  Beecher,  but 
the  records  clearly  show  that  they  were  two 
different  persons. 
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The  will  of  Hannah  Beecher  was  proved 
April  5,  1659,  and  is  recorded  -in  first  part, 
vul.  i,,  p.  BO,  ol  14 ew  Haven  Probate  Records, 
as  follows: 

"i,  Hannah  Beecher  of  New  Haven,  expect- 
i^£j  r‘;y  great  change  do  niake  this  my  last  will 
and  testament,  I  bequeath  my  soul  unto  tie 
hands  of  my  Lord  Jesus  Christ  by  whose  meritt 
x  hope  to  be  saved  and  my  body  to  the  hurried 
at  the  discretion  of  my  Son  William  Potter  my 
Lxecutor .  And  lor  my  worldly  goods  1  give  unto 
John  Potter  my  Grand  child  twenty  shillings 
and  to  Hannah  Blackly,  my  Grand  child,  wife  to 
Samuel  Blackly,  twenty  shillings,  iind  to 
Samuel  Potter  my  Grand  child  twenty  shillings 
to  be  p^id  to  them  within  three  months  after 
my  decease,  and  for  the  rest  of  my  estate  I 
£>ive  one  third  part  to  my  Grand  child  twenty 
shillings  to  be  paid  to  them  within  three 
months  alter  my  decease.  /ind  for  the  rest  of 
my  estate  I  give  one  third  part  to  my  son 
Isaac  Beecher  and  two  thirds  to  my  eldest  son 
William  Potter,  making  him  my  Executor,  desir- 
ing  him  to  be  as  a  father  to  his  younger 
brother  and  his  children.  And  in  dividing  my 
goods  my  will  is  that  my  son  William  should 
have  my  feather  bed  with  that  belongeth  to  it, 
urfto  his  part  and  the  rest  be  divided  at  the 
discretion  of  my  Overseers  with  the  assistance 
ol  Sister  Wakeman  and  sister  Rutherford  andl 
desire  my  loving  freinds  Mr.  Mathew  Gilbert 
and  John  Wakeman  to  be  overseers  of  this  my 
last  will  whereunto  I  have  sot  my  hand  this 
13th  day  of  June,  Anno  1657.

^ Her  children  were:  John  Potter,  died  1643. 
William  Potter,  born  about  1608;  died  1662. 

2.  JOHN^  POTTER  (Hannah^-  Eeecher,)  was 
a  freeman  in  New  Haven  in  1639,  not  admitted 
when  the  planters'  covenant  was  first  signed 
but  expressed  his  consent  to  it  and  soon  after 
subscribed  to  th€;  agreement  made  in  general 
town  meeting,  1639,  "thatt  church  members  onley 
shall  be  free  burgesses  and  they  onely  shall 
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chuse  among  themselves  magistrates  and  off leers." 

In  1643  he  had  lour  persons'  in  the  family 
estate  valued  at  twenty-five  pounds,  and  had 
twenty-eight  and  three-quarter's  acres  of  land. 
Tuttle  says  that  he  died  in  1643.  The  name  of 
John  Potter's  widow  was  Elizabeth.  in  June 
1646,  one  Mrs.  Brewster  was  before  the  court 
for  slandering  many  persons  one  of  whom  was 
William  Preston.  She  also  slandered  widow 
Potter  (of  John),  and  Edward  Parker.  For  some 
reason  not  stated,  the  elders.  See.,  did  not 
approve  of  Edward  Parker  and  requested  Mrs. 

Potter  not  to  receive  his  attentions.  The 
result  was  that  Mrs.  Potter  was  excommunicated 
and  Mrs.  Brewster  said  that  "Mrs.  Potter  would 
not  join  the  church  because  she  would  not  give 
up  Edward  Parker."  She  married  Edward  Parker 
about  this  time,  for  in  July,  1646,  "Edward 
Parker  and  his  wife  presented  their  desires  to 
the  Court  to  xnvest  John  Potter's  two  sons  in 
the  right  of  their  father's  land  and  house  and 
declared  themselves  willing  to  bestow  a  heifer 
of  a  year  old  on  Hannah  and  deliver  it  presently 
for  her  use  and  so  to  be  improved  as  stock  for 
her  *::•  per  a  particular  writing  in  the  hand 

of  the  secrettarie,  made  and  signed  by  both 
of  them  before  the  governor,  deputy  governor 
and  magistrates." 

In  the  same  year  "It  was  ordered  with  the 
consent  of  Edward  barker  and  his  wile,  that 
Jn°.  Potter  should  be  put  an  apprentice  for  8 
year’s  from  the  first  of  Aug.  last  unto  Roger 
alien  for  to  learne  his  trade." 

In  November,  1649,  Edward  Parker  appeared 
in  Court  and  "desired  that  he  might  be  freed 
from  his  engagement  concerning  the  house  and 
lott  which  was  John  Potter's  and  is  securitie 
for  the  children's  portions,  for  he  is  willing 
to  leave  it  to  the  court  to  dispose  of  other¬ 
wise." 


In  1650  William  Potter  was  called  before 
the  court  to  account  for  a  heifer  he  had  of 
his  kinswoman  Hannah  Potter.  xle  3aid  he 
would  give  twenty  shillings  a  year  for  her 
until  his  kinswoman  was  of  age  to  receive 
her . 
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After  Edward  Parker's  death  in  1662,  his 
widow,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert  Rose  of  Bran¬ 
ford,  who  died  in  1665.  Rose  and  his  first 
wife  were  ancestors  of  the  writer,  and  by  this 
marriage  he  can  say  that  he  descended  from  both 
wives  of  Robert  Rose. 

Widow  Rose  was  probably  a  business  woman, 
for  her  son  John  Rotter,  in  his  will,  1706, 
gives  to  his  son  Samuel  "ye  still  that  was  my 
mother's.”  also  gives  to  the  same  son  the 
bedstead  and  little  chari  "that  was  his  grand¬ 
mother's,"  ( w i d ow  Hannah  Beecher's).  Widow 
Elizabeth  Rose  made  her  will  July  2?,  1677,  and 
died  before  signing  it.  The  children  agreed 
to  abide  by  the  will  and  later  the  court  admitted 
the  will  to  probate.  Nothing  is  known  against 
widow  Elizabeth  Rose,  alias  Parker,  alias  Potter 
except  her  romantic  attachment  for  Edward  Parker, 
and  nothing  is  known  against  Parker  except  that 
the  elders  for  some  unknown  reason  did  not 
approve  of  him.  The  fact  that  her  heirs  agreed 
to  stand  by  a  void  will  is  conclusive  proof 
that  she  was  a  woman  of  merit  and  had  the  respect 
of  her  children,  who  were  willing,  even  in 
property  affairs,  to  abide  by  her  wishes.  She 
died  July  20,  1677.  Her  will,  recorded  in  vol. 
a . ,  part  first,  p.  176,  New  Haven  Trobute 
Records,  I 3  as  follows • 

"The  last  will  of  Elizabeth  Rose  widow  N. 

Haven  deceased. 

Know  all  whom  it  may  concern  that  I 
Elizabeth  Rose  of  New  Haven  widdow  being  weak 
m  body  yet  of  competent  sound  understanding 
and  memory  doe  make  and  ordain  this  my  last" 
will  &nd  testament  in  manner  and  form  loll  owing: 

/  committing  my  3oule  into  ye  hands  of  Jesus 
Christ  my  rederner  and  my  body  to  a  descent 
buriall  according  to  ye  discretion  of  my  executors 
hereafter  to  be  named;  I  dispose  of  my  outward 
estate  as  lollowelh.  Imps.  I  doe  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  two  sons  John  Potter  and  Samll. 
Potter  twenty  shillings  a  piece.  Item.  To  my 
son  John  Parker  my  house  be  lives  in  with  all 
my  land  and  meadow  and  all  the  rights  «Sc  priveledges 
thereunto . be  long Lng .  Item,  to  my  daughter  Brooks 
twenty  shilllngi.  Item,  to  my  daughter  Hall  my 
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small  bible ,  and  to  my  daughter  cooke  my  best 
sute  oi  apparrell.  Item,  to  all  my  grandchildren 
twelve  pence  a  piece.  Item.  After  all  my  debts 
&  logacyes  be  paid  and  other  necessary  expenses 
discharged  my  will  is  that  ye  remainder  of  my 
estate  be  equally  divided  between  my  three 
daughters  Mary,  Hope,  Lydia.  And  I  doe  desire 
and  appoint  my  two  sons  John  Potter  and  John 
Parker  joint  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and 
testament  and  I  doe  allow  them  to  have  out  of  my 
estate  ten  shillings  a  piece  for  their  care  and 
paynes  therein.  And  I  doe  hereby  revoke  all 
former  wills  and  declare  and  publish  this  to  bee 
my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness  whereof 
I  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  and  seal  this  three 
and  t wen t ye th  day  of  July  one  t housa n d  six  hundred 
and  seventy,  1677,  signed  and  sealed  in  ye 
presence  ol  -  but  dyed  before  signing  and  sea  ling.  " 

The  inventory  of  her  estate  amounted  to  L49 
11s.  09d .

3.  WILL  14 1.1^  POTTER  (Hannah^  Eeecher),  Savage 
says  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  probably  came  in  the 
Abigal  from  London,  in  1635,  aged  27,  with  wife 
Frances,  aged  26,  and  child  Joseph,  aged  twenty 
weeks.  He  removed  to  New  Haven  and  with  his 
brother  John  signed  the  agreement  in  general 
town  meeting,  1639.  "In  1643  brother  Potter 
v/as  fined  for  defective  arms.  He  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  with  others  in  1644. 

In  1645  Brother  Potter  (William)  made  an 
offer,  "to  carry  every  man’s  grist  from  their 
howes  to  the  mill  &  bring  it  back  againe  to  their 
howes  for  2d  pr.  bushell." 

His  name  appears  in  the  seating  of  the 
meeting  house  in  1646,  and  in  1647  he  was  one  of 
the  Fence  viewers  for  the  farms  this  side  of  East 
River. 


In  Oct.  5,  1647,  it  is  recorded,  that  Mr. 
Evance  hath  sold  to  Wm.  Potter  27  and  a  half 
acres  of  meadow  as  it  cometh  to  him  in  the  towne 
books,  and  lyeth  in  the  east  meadows  between  Mr. 
Cruyne  and  Bro.  Punrierson  and  32  acres  of  up¬ 
land.  no  was  one  of  the  appraisers  on  the  estate 
ol  Richard  Mansfield  in  1656.  His  home  lott  was 
one  the  west  side  of  the  Quniipiac  River,  near 
the  present  Cedar  Hill  railroad  station. 

His  will  was  made  May  19,  1662,  and  Is  as 
follows; 

"William  Potter  disposes  of  his  estate  of 
outward  things  as  followeth.  After  all  Debts 
discharged  my  will  is  that  my  wife  should  have 
her  living  out  of  the  farms  till  my  Sonne 
/  Nathanll,  come  to  ye  age  of  21  years,  then  ye  sd. 
Na than ie 11  is  to  possess  ye  sd.  farms  and  all  yt 
is  upon  it,  if  my  wife  continue  a  widdow  my 
will  is  yt  my  Sonne  Nathanll  allow  he'r  a  comforta¬ 
ble  Li v ing  out  ol  the  same  and  if  shee  see  cause 
to  Dwell  elsewhere  my  will  is  yt  my  sonne 
Nathaniell  allow  her  12th  a  yeare. 
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it;  my  will  is  yt  my  sonne  Joseph  should 
have  30th .  payd  him  within  yt  term  of  six  years 
after  ye  date  hereof. 

it;  my  will  is  yt  my  daughter  Hope  and  my 
daughter  Rebeckuh  shall  have  20th.  apiece  payd 
ym  when  their  mother  sees  good  to  pay  it  them, 
tly  will  is  that  those  Legasyes  be  payd  out  of 
the  farms  before  it  come  into  my  sonries  Nathanll's 
hands.

1,  SAMUEL  BLAKE’S  LEY  was  a  planter  of  Guilford, 
Conn.,  in  1650,  and  is  the  ancestor  of  the  Woodbury 
and  Waterbury,  Conn.,  Blakesleys.  He  is  supposed  to 
have  been  a  brother  of  Thomas  Blackly  who  came  in  the 
"Hopewell"  from  London  to  Massachusetts  in  1635,  was 
in  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1641,  and  removed  to  Branford, 
Conn.,  in  1645.  Bronson’s  History  of  Waterbury,  Conn. 
(Note,  p.  466)  says  "There  is  a  tradition  among  his 
descendants,  that  two  brothers  of  the  same  name  of 
Blakes lee  came  from  the  West  of  England,  designing  to 
settle  in  the  Plymouth  Colony,  and  that  one  of  them 
died  in  the  early  days  of  the  Colony,  leaving  one  son 
who  was  placed  with  a  blacksmith  in  New  Haven,  Conn., 
to  learn  the  trade." 

Samuel  Blakosley  of  Wheatland,  Monroe  County, 

New  York,  a  rather  eccentric  individual,  prepared  a 
manuscript  history  of  his  family,  dated  Dec.  30, 

1822,  from  which  a  few  excerpts  are  taken,  viz.: 

"Samuel  and  John  Blakesley  brothers  left  Eng¬ 
land,  with  their  anvil,  vice,  hammers,  tongs,  &c . , 
and  landed  at  Boston,  Mass.,  and  purchased  what  is 
called  Boston  Neck.  #  Here  they  lived  a  few 

years  and  labored  at  Blacksmithing .  They  soon  left 
Boston  for  New  Haven,  Samuel  bought  land  and  settled 
there  but  John  his  brother  went  northwest  of  New 
Haven  with  his  family,  near  the  western  part  of  the 
state. 

In  this  Blakosley  family  there  is  and  has  been 
a  number  of  remarkable  men  both  for  strength,  cour¬ 
age,  ambition  and  enterprise. 

My  father's  name  was  Joseph,  my  grandfather's 
name  was  Samuel,  the  first  emigrant  from  England. 

These  accounts  I  had  from  my  father  when  I  was 
/ young. 

My  grandfather  Samuel  was  In  the  town  of  Walling¬ 
ford  where  he  lived  and  died,  where  my  father  lived 
and  died  and  on  the  same  farm  where  my  brother 
Joseph  now  lives." 
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Then  follows  his  family  genealogy,  &c . ,  end¬ 
ing  with  an  account  of  his  services  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  war,  when  only  16  years  old,  and  various 
episodes  of  military  and  policial  life. 

Undoubtedly  this  tradition  is  founded  on  facts, 
but  probably  some  of  these  facts  are  sadly  mixed 
and  misapplied.  The  emigrant  Samuel  was  probably 
a  blacksmith,  as  the  inventory  of  his  estate  includes 
"Shop  Tools,”  196  pounds  of  iron  and  a  lot  of  ’’refuse 
iron”.  The  New  Haven  records  also  show  that  other 
Blakesleys,  for  several  generations,  were  blacksmiths. 
No  record  of  any  emigrant  John  is  found,  and  it  is 
mainly  the  descendants  of  Samuel  who  peopled  the 
western  part  of  the  state. 

Foot  Notes  There  is  not  a  Blakesley  entry  in 
the  first  and  second  books  of  New  Haven  births, 
deaths,  and  marriages  other  than  those  of  Samuel 
Blakesley  and  his  descendants,  and  all  of  these 
records  have  been  incorporated  into  this  genealogy; 
and  every  deed  indexed  under  Blakesley,  either  as 
grantee  or  grantor,  in  the  first  thirty  volumes  of 
the  New  Haven  Land  Records,  has  been  examined. 
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SAMUEL^  BLAKESLEY  married,  Dec.  3,  1650,  Hannah 
Potter,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Potter,  of 
New  Haven.  He  bought  his  home  lot  at  Guilford  of 
Henry  Dowd,  about  1649.  Richard  Hubball  ’’was  ad¬ 
mitted  a  planter  at  Guilford,  iVeb.  24,  1653-4,  on 
purchasing  ^amuel  Blatchley's  lot  and  accommodations.” 
(Steiner’s  History  of  Guilford,  Conn.,  pp .  125,129). 

He  removed  to  New  Haven  between  1653  and  1657,  and, 
by  the  New  Haven  records,  died  May  17,  1672.  His 
inventory  amounted  to  L231.14s.9d.  Administration  on 
his  estate  was  granted  to  his  widow,  by  the  County 
Court,  June  16,  1672.  Widow  Hannah  Blakesley 
'  married  Henry  Brooks,  Dec.  21,  1676.  (New  Haven 
Records)  On  Jan  3,  1676-7,  Henry  Brooks  and  his 
wife  were  warned  to  appear,  with  the  children  of 
Samuel  Blakesley,  before  the  court  to  give  security, 

&c . ,  when  Samuel,  being  of  age  to  choose  his  guardian, 
sought  his  father  and  mother,  which  the  court 
approved  and  also  appointed  them  to  be  guardian  to 
Ebenezer,  who  was  under  age  to  choose.  (County 

Court  Records.  Vol.  1,  p.  99,  now  with  the  Dierk  of 
the  Superior  1-ourt) 
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On  Feb.  6,  1676-7,  Henry  Brooks  and  wife  appeared 
before  the  court  for  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of 
Samuel  Blakesley,  late  of  New  Haven,  deceased,  and 
distribution  was  ordered,  -  To  Hannah  Brooks,  relict 
of  the  deceased;  to  John  Blakesley,  the  eldest  son; 
to  Samuel  ^lakesley;  to  Ebenezer  Blakesley;  to  Mary, 
daughter  of  said  Blakesley.  (New  Haven  County  Court 
Records,  Vol.  1,  p.  101.) 

A  little  more  than  twenty-five  years  after  this 
distribution  was  ordered,  John^  Blakesley  appears  to 
have  been  anxious  to  protect  his  rights,  and  had  the 
following  caveat  recorded: 

"John  Biacksle  of  New  Haven  enters  his  caveatt 
against  any  Record  to  be  made  or  alteration  of  any 
Lands  yt  was  formerly  his  father’s  Samll.  Blacksey 
of  New  Haven,  this  entered  May  ye  first  1702,  he 
being  ye  eldest  son  of  his  father  deceased."  (New 
Haven  Land  Records,  Vol.  2,  p.  73). 

In  Nov.,  1702,  "Hannah  Brooks  wife  of  Henry 
Brooks  of  New  Haven,  formerly  widow,  relict  and 
administrator  of  Samuel  Blakesley  deceased,"  render¬ 
ed  the  final  account  of  the  distribution,  the  eldest 
son  John  receiving  the  house  with  an  acre  and  quarter 
of  land.  The  total  amount  distributed  was  £121.3.3. 
(New  Haven  County  Court  Records,  Vol.  2,  p.  110). 

Bronson  and  others  have  erroneously  said  that 
Hannah  Potter  was  a  daughter  of  William  Potter.  No 
record  is  found  of  any  Hannah  in  William  Potter’s 
children,  while  the  court  proceedings  as  to  John 
Potter  had  such  a  daughter.  The  will  of  John 
Potter’s  mother,  Hannah  Beecher,  made  in  1657,  is 
also  conclusive,  as  she  mentions  the  three  children 
of  John  Potter  as  her  grandchildren,  giving  "to 
Hannah  Blackly  my  grandchild,  wife  to  Samuel 
Blackly,  twenty  shillings."  The  other  grandchildren, 
John  and  Samuel,  are  known  to  have  been  the  sons  of 
her  deceased  son,  John  Potter,  and  as  Hannah  is 
named  between  John  and  Bamuel,  she  was  not  only  the 
daughter  of  John,  but  was  probably  his  second  child. 
William  Potter  was  then  living,  and  received  his 
share  by  Hannah  Beecher’s  will,  and  hence  no  mention 
is  made  therein  of  any  of  his  children.  But  the 
will  of  Elizabeth  Rose  (who  was  formerly  John 
Potter’s  wife),  made  July  23,  1677,  about  six  months 
after  Widow  Hannah  Blakesley  married  Henry  Brooks, 
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names  her  "daughter  Brooks,"  which,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  facts  before  shown  -  that  Samuel 
Blakesley's  widow,  Hannah,  married  Henry  Brooks  - 
makes  it  absolutely  certain  that  Samuel  Blakesley's 
wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  -Elizabeth  Potter.

Grace  Blackely  was  admitted 
to  the  first  church  of  New  Haven,  Sept.  23,  1685. 

John  Blakesley  was  one  of  the  jurymen  at  the  New 
Haven  County,  Court,  in  June,  1702,  March  1703-4,  and 
Nov.  1712.  His  will  is  dated  March  7,  1712-3,  was 
exhibited  in  Court,  March  30,  1713,  by  his  widow 
Grace  and  sons  John  and  Moses,  and  is  recorded  in  Vol. 

4,  page  144,  as  follows: 

"In  the  Name  of  God  Amen  I  John  Blakely  of  New 
Haven  being  now  sick  and  weak  and  mder  some  appearances 
of  my  Great  Change  By  Death  ^et  of  Sound  mind  and 
memory  Do  See  Caus  to  make  and  ordain  this  to  be  my 
Last  will  and  testament  in  maner  and  forme  following  - 
Imps.

Lastly  I  Do  nominate  and  appoint  my  Dear 
and  Loving  wife  Grace  Blakely  and'  my  sons  John  Blakely 
and  my  Son  Moses  Blakely  to  be  my  Axecutrix  and 
Executors  of  this  my  Last  will  and  Testament.  In 
testimony  whereof  I  have  here  unto  Bet  my  hand  or  mark 
and  seal  this  >-»eventh  Bay  of  March  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  twelve  or  thirteen

The  inventory  amounted  to  L527.10s.ld.  His 
tombstone  stands  by  the  west  wall  in  the  Grove  St.

His  widow  Grace  died  before 
Dec.  21,  1722,  when  a  portion  of  her  brother’s  estate 
was  distributed  to  her  heirs.

Morris,  born  May  27,  1665  (New  Haven: recOVAds:l  an7A, 
is  shown  by  two  deeds,  dated  March  13,  and  16,  1  6  , 
by  three  of  her  sons,  Jacob  and  Thomas,  of  ater- 
bury.  Conn.,  and  Samuel  of  Wallingford,  Conn.,  to 
Jonathan  Blakeslee  of  New  Haven,  conveying  certain 
Interests  in  the  estate  of  their  Honrd.  lather 
Ebenr •  Blakeslee,  *lso  all  yt  came  to  us  by  our 
mother  Blackslee  yt  fell  to  her  by  her  father  Lupton 
at  Norwalk."  (New  Haven  Land  Records,  Vol.  23,  pp.

Farmer  notices  EDWARD  BLACKLEY  early  at  Roxbury, 
Mass.

This  name  is  now  found  in  several  of  the  towns 
in  New  Haven  and  Litchfield  Counties.  It  was 
voted  at  Hartford,  Feb.  8,  1650,  that  Thomas 
Blakely,  Billings,  Tho 1 s  Porter,  James  Wakely, 

Sam’l  Gardner,  should  have  lots  in  Hartford,  if 
the  townsmen  see  no  just  cause  to  the  .contrary, 
and  accept  of  them  upon  such  terms  as  the  towns¬ 
men  should  see  cause  to  propose.  Thomas  Blackley 
who  was  in  this  Colony  in  1641,  embarked  in  the 
Hopewell,  Tho ' s  Babb  master,  for  Mass.,  some  time 
previous .

BLAKESLEE 

The  name  of  Blakeslee,  on  the  early  records,  is 
written  in  twenty-five  or  more  different  ways.  It 
is  now  generally  spelled  as  above. 

There  is  a  tradition  among  the  descendants  that 
two  brothers  of  the  name  of  Elaeslee  came  from  the 
West  of  England,  designing  to  settle  in  the  Plymouth 
Colony,  and  that  one  of  them  died  on  the  passage. 

The  other  came  to  Plymouth,  where  he  died  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Colony,  leaving  one  son,  who  was 
placed  with  a  blacksmith  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  to 
learn  the  trade.  It  is  also  asserted  that  the 
brothers  brought  an  anvil  with  them,  and  that  it 
was  seen  but  a  few  years  since  in  Roxbury,  Conn.
